2. Under this scheme, import of second-hand capital 
goods is also allowed subject to the condition that the 
cxpoit obligation as mentioned above shall be based on 
the c.i.f. value of the corresponding new capital goods and 
not of second-hand machinery being imported. Therefore, 
applicants shall furnish alongwith their application a copy 
of the invoice of the second-hand machinery as well as the 
invoice of the c.i.f, value of the new capital goods. 

3. Applications for import of computer system under this 
scheme may be made directly to the Office of the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports in the prescribed form 
and manner. 

4. A person holding an EPCG licence may source the 
capita] goods from a domestic supplier. In such cases the 
licensee shall execute a bond with bank guarantee with the 
concerned licensing authority. The licensing authority will 
issue a certificate certifying that the licensee has executed 
the bond and hank guarantee for the value as specified 
under the scheme, Ihe domestic supplier, who intends 
to make supply of indigenous capital goods against the 
said licence, is eligible to import components for the manu¬ 
facture of the said capital goods at a concessional rate of 
customs duly of 15 per cent. For this purpose, he will 
submit his application for import of components, alongwith 
a consent letter from the licensee, the EPCG licence (in 
duplicate) and a certificate from the licensing authority 
radicating that the original licensee has executed the bond 
with bank guarantee. If found eligible, the licensing 
authority shall issue a separate licence for import of 
components and simultaneously endorse the original EPCG 
licence muting it ineligible for direct Import of capital 
goods,
